Spectacular Flames Lick

SASKATOON, Aug. 11.—A spec- 
tacular fire which defied control 
from 2:30 to 5 o'clock this morn- 


ing, swept the plant of the Saskat- 
chewan registered seed growers’ as- 
sociation for a loss of $40,000, cov- 
ered by insurance. The fire was be-
